3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant provides unexpected results of the high radioactivity of 200 GBq/|imol (200 
TBq/mmol) in the declaration filed 8/30/1 1 for the method for labeling synthesis of 
phosgene of the instant claims. This high radioactivity is at least one order of 
magnitude higher than the specific activity of the method for labeling synthesis of 
phosgene found in the primary prior art reference of Diksic et al. 

4. Applicant attributes the unexpectedly high radioactivity, provided in the 
method for labeling synthesis of phosgene of the instant claims, to small amounts of 
chlorine gas in the closed reaction mixture wherein excess chlorine gas contains "cold" 
phosgene gas and leads to significant isotopic dilution.
